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IN THE CLAIMS : 

Please amend the claims as follows: 

1 . (Currently Amended) A process for the transmission and reception of electronic 
mail between computer servers over reliable byte-stream transports^ comprising the 
steps of: 

a transmitter connecting to a receivert[,]li 

the receiver sending a greeting to the transmitter^,]]: 

the transmitter replying to the receiver with a greeting and an envelope, wherein 
the envelope comprises message information associated with a message scheduled to 
be transmitted from the transmitter to the receiver, wherein the messao e information 
includes at least one scheduled message recipient: 

the receiver replying to the transmitter with an envelope status[[,]] comprising a 
recipient status associated with each of the at least one scheduled m essage recipient: 

the transmitter receiving the envelope status and sending a the message!!,]]; and 

the receiver receiving the message and replying with a message status; 

whoro i n oaid prococc is adapted for reducing a number of protoco l round tr i ps 
required b e twoe tt -OQid troncmittor and said r o co i vor for do l ivoring said m o c c ago to said 
Feeeiver wherein transmission of at least a portion of the envelope from the transmitter 
to the receiver is contemporaneous with transmission of at least a portion of the 
envelope status from the receiver to the transmitter . 

2. (Previously Presented) The process of claim 1 , further comprising the steps of: 
the receiver receiving a complete message, 

the receiver discarding records of the status of the previous message as being in 
transit; and 

the transmitter sending a new envelope without a greeting to the receiver. 

3. (Original) The process of claim 1 , wherein the transmission and reception of 
electronic mail is carried over a S bit channel. 
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4. (Original) The process of claim 1 , wherein the transmission and reception of 
electronic mail imposes no line-length limits on the messages. 

5. (Original) The process of claim 1 , wherein duplicated messages are suppressed. 

6. (Original) The process of claim 1 , wherein loop detection is implemented. 

7. (Original) The process of claim 1, wherein Carriage Returns and Line Feeds in a 
message body is not required. 

8. (Original) The process of claim 1 , wherein the transmission of data between 
transmitter and receiver is asynchronous. 

9. (Original) The process of claim 1 , wherein if the transmitter detects loss of 
synchronization with the receiver, the transmitter wili drop the connection with the 
receiver. 

1 0. (Previously Presented) The process of claim 1 , wherein if the receiver detects 
loss of synchronization with the transmitter, the receiver will drop the connection with the 
transmitter. 

1 1 . (Original) The process of claim 1 , wherein the message is transmitted and 
received as raw unconverted data. 

1 2. (Currently Amended) A process for transmission and reception of electronic mail 
between a transmitter and a receiver, wherein the transmitter is adapted for performing 
a method comprising: 

sending an envelope to the receive r, wherein the envelope comprises message 
information associated with a message scheduled to be transmitted from the transmitter 
to the receiver, wherein the message information includes at least one scheduled 
message recipient ; 
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f OGoiving a prov i ous messag e status associat e d with a previous m e ssag e^seni 
from th e transmitter to th e r e ceiv er? 

processing tho previous m e ssag e- status assoc i at e d w i th the prev i ous m e s sage 
transmitted from the transmitter to th e r e c ei vor for d e term i ning whe t her to drop 
r e spons i bil i ty for th e provious messag e ; 

receiving an envelope status from the receive r, wherein the envelope status 
comprises a recipient status associated with each of the at least one sch eduled 
message recipient ; 

processing th o o nv o l o pc status in rosponso to a d e termination that th e re 4s-at 
teasfc one additiona l message avai l abl e f€H = 4fanomission from tho - tronsm i tt e r to th e 
r e c ei v e r ^ 

sending a current the message to the receiver according to the envelope status ; 

and 

receiving a current message status associated with the curr e nt message 
transmitted from the transmitter to the receiver; 

wherein transmission of at least a portion of the envelope from th e transmitter to 
the receiver is contemporaneous with transmission of at least a portion of the envelope 
status from the receiver to the transmitter . 

1 3. {Currently Amended) A process for transmission and reception of electronic mail 
between a transmitter and a receiver, wherein the receiver is adapted for performing a 
method comprising: 

receiving and processing an envelope from the transmitte r, wherein the envelope 
comprises message information associated with a message scheduled to be transmitted 
from the transmitter to the receiver wherein the message information includes at least 
one scheduled message recipient : 

replying to the transmitter with an associated envelope status comprising a 
recipient status associated with each of the at least one scheduled messag e recipient: 

transmitt i ng a provious mossago st a t us towards tho transm i tt e r, whe r ein th e 
provious m e s s ag e status is associated with a prev i ous messag e r e c e ivod from th e 
transmitter, wher e in tho prov i ous mossago status is adaptod for enabling tho transmitt e r 
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to det e rmin e- whothcr to drop r esp ons i bi li ty for tho previous m e ssag e- 

receiving a current the message from the transmitter w- rospons e to th e 
p rocessing of tho onvolope status, w h orein the prococc i ng of th e e nve l op e st atus i s 
performed in response to a d e t e rmination that th e r e is at l e a st ono addit i ona l m essage 
available for transmission to tho rec ei v e r ; 

generating a current message status in response to receiving the message from 
the transmitter and 

transmitting the current message status towards the transmitter; 

wherein transmission of at least a portion of the envelope from the transmitter to 
the receiver is contemporaneous with transmission of at least a portion of the envelope 
status from the receiver to the transmitter.
